babel of sounds aud later to a pandemo­ 
nium of noises. 
The crowds that a moment before had 
stood mute and motionless as in bewil­ 
dered ignorance of the enormity of the 
thing, now as with a single impulse 
surged forward, 
while a hoarse cry 
welled up from the thousand throats 
and a thousand men charged forward to 
lay hands upon the perpetrator of the 
crime. 
For a moment the confusion was ter­ 
rible. 
The crowd surged forward re­ 
gardless of consequences. 
Sorno of 
those nearest the door fled from tho ed­ 
ifice in fear of a stampede, while hun­ 
dreds of others from the outside strug­ 
gled blindly forward in the effort to 
penetrate the crowded building aud 
solve the mystery. 
President McKinley after the first 
shock of the assassin’s shot retreated a 
step, walked steadily to a chair and 
seated himself, at the same time remov 
ing his hat and bowing his head in his 
hands. 
In an instant Secretary Dor lei 
you and President Milburn were at las 
side. 
His waistcoat 
was hurriedly 
opened, the president meanwhile ad 
monishing those about him to remain 
calm 
and telling them 
not to be 
alarmed. 
“ But you are wounded,” said the sec­ 
retary, “let me examine.” 
“ No. I think not,” answered the presi­ 
dent. 
“I am not badly hurt, I assure 
yon.” 
Nevertheless his outer garments were 
hastily loosened and when a trickling 
stream of crimson was seen to wind its 
way down his breast, spreading its 
stain over the white surface of the linen 
their worst ^ears were confirmed. 
A force of exposition guards were on 
the scene b~ this time aud an effort was 
made to clear the building. 
Spectators crowded down the stair­ 
ways from the galleries and the crowds 
on the floor surged forward toward the 
rostrum, while, despite the strenuous 
efforts of police and guards, the throng 
without struggled madly to obtain ad­ 
mission. 
As soon as the crowd in the Temple 
of Music had been dispersed sufficiently 
the president was removed in an auto­ 
mobile am butanes to the exposition hos­ 
pital where an examination was made 
by the best medical skill in Buffalo. 
The president retained the full exer­ 
cise of his faculties until placed on the 
operating tablo aud subjected to an an­ 
us! het.ic. 
Upon the first examination 
it was ascertained that one bullet had 
taken effect in tho right breast just be­ 
low the nipple, causing a comparatively 
harmless wound. 
The other took effect 
in the abdomen, about four inches be­ 
low the left nipple, four inches to the 
left of the navel and about on a level 
with it. 
Upon arriving at the exposition hos­ 
pital, second bullet was probed for. The 
walls of the abdomen was opened but 
the ball was not located. 
The incision 
was hastily closed and after a hasty 
consultation it was decided to remove 
the patient to the home of President 
Milburn. 
This was done. 
At the Mil­ 
burn residence, the task of probing for 
the bullet which had lodged in the ab­ 
domen was begun by Dr. Rosewell 
Parke, but the bullet was not located. 
When it was decided to remove the 
president from the exposition hospital 
to the Milburn residence, the news 
was broken to Mrs. McKinley as gently 
as possible. She bore the shock remark­ 
ably well and displayed the utmost for­ 
titude. 
At the Milburn house were Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson, President Mil- 
burn, Director General Buchanan of the 
^position, Dr. Rixey and Secretary Cor- 


bedside hold higher hopes for his ulti­ 
mate recovery. 
Tho shock from the 
wounds inflicted upon him by Leon B. 
Czolgosc seems to have boon less than 
antici[lated and that is regarded as high­ 
ly favorable to him. 
It is admitted the j 
crisis in his condition has yet to come, 
and that there is the gravest danger un-1 
til this has been safely passed. 
Several 
bulletins came from the chamber of the 
president during Friday night and tho 
early hours this morning and they all ! 
indicated a spirit of hopefulness. 
The j 
president rosted well Friday night there 
was no alarming conditions of tempera­ 
ture or pulse and the spirits of the suf­ 
ferer was strong aud cheery. 
Mrs. McKinley bears up bravely in 
her sorrow aud the physicians in attend­ 
ance feel but little concern on her ac­ 
count. 
The fear of the president’s physicians 
is that septic poisoning will set in and 
it is for the first symptoms of this they 
are watching. 
The bullet is lodged in the muscles of 
tho back aud physicians have decided 
for the present it is of secondary impor­ 
tance. 
The bullet took a downward 
course, but neither the intestines nor 
kidneys were injured. 
Of this the phy- j 
siciaus are confident. 
If inflammation should appear in the 
neighborhood of the place whore the 
bullet is believed to bo lodged, Roetgen 
rays will be used to locate the bullet 
and doctors do not think there will be 
any difficulty in extracting it. The rap­ 
idity of the patient’s pulse does not un­ 
duly alarm the physicians. 
Dr 
Riley 
says the president has always had some­ 
what of an erratic pulse and its sudden 
rise was not unexpected, 'rho president 
is conscious and calm and collected, al­ 
though still somewhat drowsy from the 
effects of ether administered to him. 
The fallowing bulletin was issued by 
tho president’s physicians at 12 o’clock 
noon: 
“ There is no decided change in the 
president’s condition since lust bulletin. 
Pulse, 136, temperature, 102; respiration, 
28.” 
The operation on the president Friday 
lasted an hour. 
A 5-iuch incision was 
made, the course of the bullet followed 
until the physicians were satisfied the 
kidneys aud intestines were uninjured, 
the latter was lifted oat and examined.

President McKinley stood stock still 
with a look of hesitancy, almost of be­ 
wilderment, on his face. 
Then ho re­ 
treated a step while a palor began to 
steal over his features.

only partially aware that something se­ 
rious had happened, paused iu surprise 
while necks were craned and all eyes 
turned as one to the rostrum.

babel of sounds and later to a pandemo 
mum of noises. 
The crowds that a moment before had 
stood mute and motionless as in bewil 
dered ignorance of the enormity of the 
tiling, now as with a single impulse 
surged forward, while a hoarse cry 
welled up from the thousand throats 
and a thousand men charged forward to 
lay hands upon the perpetrator of the 
crime. 
For a moment tim confusion was ter 
rible. 
Tho crowd surged forward re 
gardless of consequences. 
Some 
those nearest the door fled from the ed 
ifice iu fear of a stampede, while hon 
dreds of others from the outside strug 
gled blindly forward iii the effort 
penetrate the crowded building aud 
solve the mystery. 
President McKinley after the first 
shock of the assassin’s shot retreated 
step, walked steadily to a chair and 
seated himself, at the same time remov 
ing his hat and bowing his head iii his 
hands. 
In an instant Secretary Oortel 
you and President Milburn were at his 
side. 
His waistcoat 
was hurriedly 
opened, the president meanwhile ad 
monishing those about him to remain 
calm 
and telling them 
not to be 
alarmed. 
“ But you are wounded," said the sea 
rotary, “ let me examine.” 
“No. I think not, ” answered the presi­ 
dent. 
“I am not badly hurt, I assam 
yon.” 
Nevertheless his outer garments were 
hastily loosened and when a trickling 
stream of crimson was seen to wind its 
way down his breast, spreading its 
stain over tile white surface of the linen 
their worst fears were oonfirmed. 
A force of exposition guards were on 
the scene b“ this time aud an effort was 
made to clear the building. 
Spectators crowded down the stair­ 
ways from the galleries aud the crowds 
on the floor surgod forward toward the 
rostrum, while, despite the strenuous 
efforts of police ami guards, the throng 
without struggled madly to obtain ad­ 
mission. 
As soon as the crowd in the Temple 
of Music had been dispersed sufficiently 
the president was removed in an auto­ 
mobile ambulation to the exposition hos­ 
pital where an examination was made 
by the best medical skill in Buffalo. 
The president retained the full exer­ 
cise of his faculties until placed on the 
operating tablo aud subjected to an an­ 
as! hetic. 
Upon the first examination 
it was ascertained time one bullet bu I 
taken effect in the right breast just be­ 
low the nipple, cauking a comparatively 
harmless wound. 
The other took effect 
in the abdomen, about four iucbc* lie- 
low the left nipple, four iuches to the 
left of the navel aud about ou a level 
with it. 
Upon arriving at the exposition hos­ 
pital, second ballet was probed for. Tim 
walls of the abdomen was opened but 
tho ball was not located. 
The incision 
was hastily closed and after a hasty 
consultation it was decided to remove 
the {>atieut to the home of President 
Milburn. 
This was done. 
At tho Mil­ 
burn residence, the task of probing for 
the bullet which had lodged in the ab­ 
domen was beguu by Dr. Rosewell 
Parke, but tho ballet was not located. 
When it was decided to remove the 
president from the exposition hospital 
to the Milburn residence, the news 
was broken to Mrs. McKinley as gently 
as possible. She bore the shuck remark­ 
ably Aoli aud displayed the utmost for­ 
titude. 
At the Milburn house were Secretary ' 
of Agriculture Wilson, President Mil- 


ley maintains a good measure of hi* 
strength and those who watch at his 
bedside hold higher hopes for his ulti 
mate recovery. 
The shock from the 
wounds inflicted upon him by Leon B. 
Czolgosc seems to have been less than 
antici|*ated aud that is regarded as high 
ly favorable to him. 
It is admitted the 
crisis iii his condition has yet to come, 
and that there is t ho gravest danger un­ 
til this has been safely passed. 
Several 
bulletins came from the chamber of the 
president during Friday night aud the 
early hour* this morning and they all 
indicated a spirit of hopefulness. 
The 
president rested well Friday uight there 
was no alarming oondiiions of tempera­ 
ture or pulse aud the spirits of the suf­ 
ferer was strong and cheery. 
Mrs. McKinley bears up bravely in 
her sorrow aud the physicians in attend­ 
ance feel bat little concern on her ac­ 
count. 
The fear of the president’s physicians 
is that septic poisoning will set in and 
it is for the first symptoms of this they 
are watching. 
The bullet is lodged in tho muscles of 
the back and physicians have decided 
for the present it is of secondary impor­ 
tance. 
The ballet took a downward 
course, but neither the intestines nor 
kidneys were injured. 
Of this the phy­ 
sicians are confident. 
If inflammation should appear in the 
neighborhood of the place where the 
bullet is believed to bo lodged, Roetgeii 
rays will be used to locate the ballot 
and doctors do not think there will bo 
any difficulty in extracting it. The rap­ 
idity of the patient's pulse does not un­ 
duly alarm the physicians. 
Dr 
Rizey 
says the president has always had some­ 
what of an erratic pulse and its sudden 
rise was not unexpected. The president 
is conscious and calm and collected, al­ 
though still somewhat drowsy from the 
effects of ether administered to him. 
The following bulletin was issued by 
the president’s physicians at 12 o’clock 
noon: 
There is no decided change in tho 
president’s condition since last bulletin. 
Pulse, 136, temperature, 102; respiration, 
38.” 
The operation on the president Friday 
lasted an hour. 
A 5-inch incision was 
made, tho course of the bullet followed 
until the physicians were satisfied the 
kidneys and intestines were uuiujnred, 
the latter was lifted oat anil examined.
